I am well pleased with the accomplishments made 
with our repair work. We purchased new shades for the 
Greeley Corner School and for the Carr Corner School. 
We had the Greeley Oorner School painted inside and 
out. This building looks very good with the exception of 
the ceiling which should haye one more coat. We had 
the inside of the East Palermo School painted and got 
one side of the Carr’s Corner shingled. 

There is considerable more painting that needs to be 
done. Many of the windows are in condition now where 
a year or two will cause much damage if not attended to. 

Last year J inserted a paragraph in. my report re- 
garding the attendance of our boys and girls in high 
school. I am more than pleased with the efforts of par- 
ents and children in their sacrifices in correcting this 
slump in high school attendance. This year high school 
attendance has doubled. We now have nine attending 
Erskine, five Freedom, two Albion, one Cony, one Col- 
burn, one Liberty and one Bingham. 

This inerease caused us to overrun our budget, but 
this will be made up with an increase in our state school 
fund and our equalization benefits. 

During the fall term there were 99 children regis- 
tered in our schools. This is more than have been regis-— 
tered for the last five years. Let us hope this is a good 
barometer of prosperity. 

There is another attendance item that I think is 
worthy of note. During the fall term we had seventeen 
children who had perfect attendance. Two of these were 
George McKenney with a perfect record for four years, 
and Clifford Bourassa with a five year record. 
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I do not believe in placing attendance above health, 
but I do like to see children make an effort to have per- 
fect attendance, especially if they try to keep well so as 
to attend regularly. 

All of my schools are working on a definite health 
program which includes the Seven Point Program, morn- 
ing inspection and hot lunches. We also have regular 
health periods for the study of the subject, physical ex- 
ercises, and the study of safety units. Due to the diffi- 
culty of getting children to a doctor or dentist it is hard 
to make much progress in our Seven Point Program. 
May I enter a plea here for parents to aid as much as 
possible in getting the dental work done. I feel, and 
doctors affirm, that many cases of poor health is due to 
poor teeth, and we all know that the unhealthy child is 
mentally handicapped. If we are able to do clinic work 
please cooperate to get as much done as possible.

To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Snow bills for the winter of 
1941-42. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 


to raise and appropriate for Roads and Bridges for the 
ensuing year.

Many people may feel, where we have a balance on 
hand, that it would be possible to maintain our schools 
and raise less this year, but this is not true. The last 
legislature made more money available for equalization, 
and, as you will note in the financial statement, we re- 
ceived much more this year than usual. There was also 
a State Department regulation that our school year be 
lengthened to thirty-six weeks. During the past fiscal 
year we have only had thirty-two weeks. and the balance 
will come between February 1st and June. 

The following school budget is based on a thirty-six 
week school year, a possible ten per cent increase in 
costs, and a music instructor.

This year we had the East Palermo School painted on 
the outside, and the Center School on the inside. Next 
year we should have the Center School painted on the 
outside, and the Oarr Corner School on the inside. 

I recommend for repairs $100.00. 

During the present year there has been need for in- 
creasing teacher’s salaries,and considering the shortage 
of available teachers there must be further increases 
during the following year. Many teachers have been in- 
ducted into the service and many others find better sal- 
aries available in industry. If we expect to have good 
teachers we must make salary increases available, 

The following statements are significant: 

Maine ranks 389th among the states in support of educa- 
tion. Maine ranks with Kentucky, Alabama, and Louis- 
iana in teacher salaries. The average teacher salary of 
the United States in 1988 was $1374. In Maine the av- 
erage teacher salary in 1938 was $860. In Palermo the 
average teacher salary in 1988 was $448. 


Your school committee receives many criticisms and 
suggestions regarding conveyance of pupils to school. We 
all welcome constructive suggestions, and wish to serve 
as many children as possible, but due to the necessity 
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of conservation of gas and rubber, it would seem advis- 
able to reduce mileage and expect a little more walk- 
ing by the children. Many children who live on side 
roads or on the end of a route should be expected to walk 
up to one half mile during good weather to meet the bus 
and to walk home that distance on all occasions except 
when rainy. We should remember that children living 
a mile from school walk regardless of weather. 

Last year there were 110 pupils enrolled in our schools 
and of that number 68 were conveyed at a cost of $52. a 
week. In 1988 your conveyance cost was $55. a week 
and only 44 were conveyed. This year conveyance is 
costing $53, a week. 

By following the above plan it would seem possible to 
keep conveyance costs at the present level even though 
we must expect an-increased cost of living. Please co- 
operate in this conservative movement. 

The present school budget is based on a music in- 
atructor. The music in my other 4 towns is very success- 
ful and [ would like te see the program in Palermo. The 
first year the program will cost the town about $225., 
but the second year there will be an increase of $20. in 
the State school fund and $156. increase in equalization, 
thus reducing the cost of this program to about $50. for 
the town. 


For several years I have concentrated on the “seven 
point program’’ as set up by the State. Department of 
Health. This program has not been very successfull in 
Palermo due to the failure to get dental work done. 

Plans are underway to have ¢linic work done to im- 
prove this work. Last year there were 121 seven point 
pupils in my towns, and only nine were in Palermo. The 
present crisis shows a need for health developement 
and particular need for dental corrections. Work with 
your schools to get as much of this work done as _ poss- 
ible. - |

This year we had the Center School painted on the 
outside, and the Carr Corner School painted on the inside. 
Next year the Carr Corner School should be painted on 
the outside, and the woodshed needs shingling. 

The East Palermo School is almost an ideal school, 
with its lights, radio, electric plate, new bookcases, and 
renovated and repaired desks and cupboards. These 
added features are due to the excellent leadership of the 
teacher and the splendid cooperation and effort of the 
farm bureau and other local workers. 

I have tried to reduce the various items in the next 
years budget, but it seems impossible to reduce it below 
the four thousand dollar mark. This doubtless seems 
quite an expense, but when one considers the increase in 
industry and in the necessities of life a fourteen per cent 
increase seems small. The average increase in living’ 
costs is fifty-nine per cent over that of December seventh 
1941. 

At the present we are paying William Merrithew 
$19.50 a week to convey children to the Carr Corner 
*“T recommend $100.00 be raised for repairs ‘

School, Bert Grant $18.00 to the Greeley Corner Schools, 
John Seekins $12.50 to convey to the East Palermo School, 
and John Tibbetts $5.00 a week to transport his children 
to Quiggs. Last year I suggested that we should expect 
children to do. some walking to save our resources of rub- 
ber and gas, but that suggestion was not too popular, so 
no reduction in conveyance was made. This year, how- 
ever, it will be necessary to conform to certain O P A 
regulations. This plan will make it necessary for all 
children to walk out from side roads to meet the bus, and 
no bus may make a trip to pick up children who live with- 
in two miles of a school house. I know this will inconven- 
ience many, but this is a time when we must all make 
sacrifices. It is either reducing mileage to save new 
rubber now or close our schools later. 

Since June over 1600 Maine teachers left their 
districts, and over 1000 of that number have left the 
teaching profession. There are many teachers who have 
already signed contracts to go out of the state next year, 
which will make the teacher problem more acute. The 
only way we will be sure of ovr teachers is to make the 
teaching profession more attractive. When a high 
school girl can leave school and get from twenty-five to 
fifty dollars a week in a defense industry, why should 
young men and women teach school for less than twenty 
dollars a week? We must pay our teachers at least 
twenty dollars a week if we expect to keep our schoois 
open. 

The music program is progressing well. I wish we 
might have a public demonstration but travel will not 
allow for it. Children are developing tone quality and 
excellent rythm, and with Mrs. Dulfer’s industrious 
leadership the program is sure to continue to be popular. 
Next year there will be an increase of twenty dollars in 
our state school fund as a result of having music, ana 
there will be an increase of over one-hundred-sixty dol- 
lars in equalization. Considering the slight cost of this 
program to the town it is certainly worthwhile. 

On several occasions, I have presented the topic of 
consolidation of schools in Palermo. The time to make

plans and prepare is now. There are many young men 
and women in Palermo who are willing to pay the tax 
to give their boys and girls the best schools can offer. 
I would like to see the Town of Palermo raise $1,000.00 
a year while the war is going on and place it in reserve 
for post-war construction of a central school.
